Some of the insecticides recommended 
for use of livestock contain. warnings 
against using within 30 days of market- 
ing the animal. 

In British Columbia, two large cattle 
feeding. stations were ordered to stop 
marketing meat and milk because of the 
dangerous level of pesticides in the flesh 
of the animals. They were being fed 
on potatoes which had been sprayed with 
dieldrin. Because of the proven long term 
damage which this chemical can do to 
the liver and kidneys, dieldrin has been 
banned completely in Manitoba. But it is 
still being sold and recommended for 
agricultural use in Saskatchewan and 
Alberta.

The last two days before the race 
you shouldn't be doing anything but jast-minute checks. We 
were still rebuilding

stretch. But the car wasn’t just right. 

“T had hoped for fifth or better. There was no way I could 
beat Clark, Foyt, Andreotti, Jones or Gurney—if they kept run- 
ning, They had faster cars. But we couldn't keep running.

“T could have been closer, maybe, if we could have stayed in 
and the rain hadn't hit us.”

But rain fell on the north turn and they waved 
me off. When I got out again, after about an hour, the best 
I did was 1:58.426 for sixth.

Is there much difference between the first and second row? 
“About $1,500," Foster smiled. _“‘They pay only the six 
fastest qualifiers. Gurney picked up $2,200. I got $700."

He used to say that 
in a race he “walked the line” of danger but never crossed it: 

“No,” Foster said. “The ragged edge is there and you don’t 
cross. I tried to go too fast at Milwaukee and hit the wall. I 
should have been satisfied to make the race but I was trying to 
get a few more seconds and poof!"

He 
went out after 12 laps at Phoenix; placed fifth at Trenton; was 
17th at Indy. and drew a doughnut at Milwaukee.

S THE first scattered reports come in 
from the western front in the war be- 
tween ecology and insecticides, the news 
is inconclusive, but 
not good. The conflict 
arose out of the publi- 
cation, by the late 
Rachel Carson, of the 
book Silent Spring, in 
which she document- F 
ed the hazards to hu- 
man health and bird 
and animal life by in- 
discriminate use of 
mode rn insecticides. : 
The token concession Gray 
to the Carson and other . indictments, 
which the industry launchéd last year, 
seems to have petered out. 

It was a crusade to get the public to 
read the labels on the poisons they: were 
using. This year the labels are still as 
nearsunreadable as ever and the familiar 
skull-and-crossbones poison symbol is still 
missing from almost all the insecticides. 

In Calgary, a lilile girl lost her Tile 
from the poison, arsenic, is a weed-killer 
her father was using. It was not labelled 
Dr. Irial Grogan, medical 
superintendent of Holy Cross Hospital in 
Calgary recently reported the death of 
the child. - He did-se-in aompeech to the 
Alberta Coroners’ convention when he 
argued for bigger and better inquests -to—- 
alert the public to poison dangers. 

Dr. Kenneth Thornton, a Medicine Hat 
pathologist,..said that toxicological serv- 
ices in Alberta were so bad- thatthe 
chances of a poisoner getting away with 
murder were “‘staggeringly good.” The 
poisonous weed killer is still on sale in 
Alberta because, as the chief coroner 
pointed out, it was packed outside Alberta 
and jabelling is a federal responsibility. 

In addition to poisonous weed killers, 
almost all the potentially poisonous 
chlorinated hydro-carbons still aré being 
sold without poison labels. One insecticide 
from British Columbia, which contains 
aldrin, is labelled poison, On several 
others, packaged by the same company,

Most of the labels contain warnings 
against implied health hazards from the 
use of insecticides. But these-—are 
“shouted” in agate type no larger than 
the fine print used for the directions, 
Some of the insecticides recommended 
for use of livestock contain warnings 
against using within 30 days of market- 
ing the animal. 

In British Columbia, two large cattle 
feeding stations were ordered to stop 
marketing meat and milk because of the 
dangerous level of pesticides in the flesh 
of the animals. They were being fed 
on potatoes which had been sprayed with 
dieldrin. Because of the proven long term 
damage which this chemical can dio to 
the liver and kidneys, dieldrin has been 
banned completely in Manitoba. But it is 
still being sold and recommended for 
agricultural use in Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. 

One of the problems, indeed, in bring- 
ing insecticides under controef is opposi- 
tion by the agricultural scientisis. Thus
